Wil e Instituted In Caxe of
Alleged lallway Collusion.

Ralelgh, N. C, May 2—the Cor-
poraiion Commlssion has transmitted
to Attorpey-Genernl T. ,W. Bickotl
the evidence taken by (Lhe com-
mission in compllance with a legisia-
tive resolution, as to the recelvershlp
egale of the Cape Fear and Yadkin Val-
ley Rallroad, Wilmington to Mount
Alry, and Its partition between the
Atlantie Coast Line and the Southern
Rallway Company through alleged
consplricy Lo eut off competition about
i896. The evidence I8 voluminous. and
the letter of transmission whlech glves
only a1 summary of the more hmport-
ant features makes a document of
eleven pages.

The commisslon polnts out that the
resolulion of the 1913 Legisinture, un-
der which the Investigation wuas made,
merely directs the taklng of evidence
without requiring any " expression of
apinion by tho commission. The course
now will depend on the declslon by the
attorney-general ns to whether the
evidence wlll warrant him in taking
the matter to Lhe United States dis-
triot attorney for hlm to Institute Fed-
eral proceedings for the annulment of
the sale and partition as In violation
of the Sherman antitrust act.

1t 1s understood that Altorney-Gen-
eral Bickett wlill go before the Attor-
ney-General of the United States and
ask for the

Federnl proceedings, and
that Attorney A. L. Brooks, of Greens-
bhoro, who hns been actlve In  the

securing of the resolution and in the
hearings before the commlission, will
o with Genernl Bicketl to Washlng-
lon to press upon the Altorney-Gen-
ernl the necessity for the proceeding.

The most Important wllnesses ex-
amined by the Corporation Commisa-
sion, and whose evidence in detall is
transmitied to the Attornev-General
were Presldent Harry Walters, of the
board of directors of the Atlantic Const
